Program Now 


Is Ruled Out 


Secretary Of Labor 
Chides Those W ho Talk 
About Economic Bust 


FLIN T , Mich. LF—Secretary 
of 
Labor Jam es P. Mitchell opposes 
an immediate public works pro­ 
gram as h solution to unemploy- 
* ment. He regards present trends 
as part of a 
necessary 
and un­ 
avoidable readjustment in Amer­ 
ica’s economy 
Citing 
employment 
uptrend 
since 1939, he says “ it just doesn’t 
make sense” to say the nation is 
heading for a depression. 
In a major speech to a Lincoln 
Day rally last night, he said fed­ 
eral public works projects, if in­ 
stituted immediately, would make 
tithe adjustment 
“ sharper, 
more 
painful and more protracted.” 
The 53-year-old secretary of la­ 
bor said the nation is gradually 
readjusting its economy 
from 
a 
wartime peak and 
is 
not 
going 
from “ boom to bust.” 
“ We are coming down from the 
artificially high peak made by war 
and inflation to a plateau—and we 
are almost there.” he said.

“ T H E R E M AY be a slight, but 
not significant, increase in unem­ 
ployment for the next two months. 
Then for another few months we 
will rest at that level.” 
He said readjustment was neces­ 
sary and “ we could only postpone 
not avoid, it.” 
“ It is my belief that we 
are 
better off getting it over with fast 
rather than adopting schemes to 
postpone it.”

Mitchell made his address after 
a whirlwind tour 
of 
Flint 
area 
automobile plants, 
chatting 
with 
workers on the 
way. 
He 
found 
them “ happy in their jobs,” 
he 
said. 
The secretary vigorously criti­ 
cized talk of recession. 
“ Now we have heard a great 
deal about unemployment late­ 
ly.” he said. “ It seems to me 
hi -Ii time that this 
subject 
is 
P'dealt with objectively and placed 
in proper perspective. Let’s look 
at the figures over the last 15 
years. 
“ In 1939 unemployment in the 
United States amounted to 17.2 per 
cent of the 
total 
civilian 
labor 
force; in January 1950 it was 7.3 
per cent and in January of this 
year it was 3.8 per cent of the 
civilian labor force. 
“ It just doesn't make sense to 
that we are headed for a de­ 
pression in the light of facts like 
these.” 


Tremors Rattle 
Coal Mine Area 


W IL K E S - B A R R E , Pa. (,F-The 
second series of earth tremors in 
three days damaged hundreds of 
homes and broke up streets last 
night in a five-block area where 
anthracite mines honeycomb the 
earth underneath. 
The shock sent 
hundreds 
of 
persons, many of them in night­ 
clothes, fleeing 
to the 
streets 
shortly before midnight in this 
tremor-conscious city of 86,000. 
Police reported no one was in­ 
jured. 
Several residents r e p o r t e d 
hearing underground explosions 
at the time of the disturbance. 
The Woodward colliery of the 
Glen Alden Coal Co. has hard 
coal workings 400 feet under the 
surface of the area. The mines 
were closed after similar tremors 
Sunday. 


The upheaval cracked founda­ 
tions, walls 
and 
windows 
of 
homes and raised some sections 
of pavements as high as a foot 
or more. Fences 
were 
pushed 
over. One garage attacl cd to a 
home was pulled away several 
inches. 


There was no estimate of the 
total damage. 
W. J . Clements, state mines 
secretary, blamed Sunday’s tre­ 
mors, which damaged 300 homes 
in a nearby area, on cave-ins in 
the underground workings. How­ 
ever, President Francis O. Case 
of the coal company said they 
“ were not due to mining activi­ 
ties under that ayea.” 
The state, city and coal com­ 
pany have launched separate in­ 
vestigations but little is expected 
to he learned 
until 
the 
mines 
clear of gas caused by the earth, 
movements. 
Many residential areas in this 
northeastern Pennsylvania coal­ 
mining area are built over active 
or abandoned coal mines. 
William Hughes, who lives in 
the area, described the tremors 
as “ rather gentle. I didn’t realize 
what was happening until I heard 
the people running outside.” 
By coincidence, similar earth 
movements rocked a residential 
area of Allentown, 76 miles to 
the south, several hours earlier. 
Allentown has no coal workings 
under the city.

Professor Ferm i and his crew of 
brilliant physicists couldn’t have tweaked 
the tail of the Columbia Lion on the grid­ 
iron, but their activities were to create a 
greater furor than all the T-formations ad 
infinitum put together. 
The secret is to get brain and brawn 
working together. When this happens, as 
th-? Columbia experience shows, the an­ 
swer can be an atomic explosion. 


JOURNAL OF RECORD 
CIRCULATION OF daily newspapers in 
the United States last year attained an all- 
tim e record high of 54,472,286 copies every 
24 hours. This w as an increase of one per 
cent over the figure for 1952. On the basis 
of 3.5 m em bers per fam ily, there w as a 
daily newspaper for every home in t h e 
country. 
The circulation figures compiled by the 
trade’s Editor and Publisher Year Book for 
1954 em phasize the indispensability of the 
newspaper in American society. The last 
quarter century has been a period of inno­ 
vations in the communications industry. 
But as other media becom e established the 
demand for newspapers continues to grow. 
That the American people have confi­ 
dence in what they see in print attests to 
the endless efforts of the press to give the 
reader objective, evocative and enlighten­ 
ed coverage of the news. Radio and televi­ 
sion treatm ent of the day’s events is rather 
sketchy, and most persons feel a sense of 
incompletion until they see a story pinned 
down in print. 
In the m osaic of modern living all media 
have a purpose and place, but the new s­ 
paper continues to be A m erica’s journal of 
record. 


Because of an interview published 
in 


the “ Providence Sunday Journal’’ of Jan ­ 
uary 3, 1954, Arthur H. Dean, our am b as­ 
sador at Panm unjom, has been put on the 
spot as an intervener for Red China.

have written some on this subject and did 
a broadcast attacking Dean's p o s i t i o n . 
Now, it appears that Dean is on the sam e 
side of the fence that most A m ericans are 
on. 
In a letter to Alfred Kohlberg, 
dated 
February 17, Dean said: 
“Let me say as an individual citizen: 
“ (I) I am in favor of a foreign policy 
which is formulated and carried out solely 
and only in the interest of the Am erican 
people and which will defeat and set back 
the Com m unists everywhere and at 
a l l 
times. To be realistic thfcre should be a 
com plete and constant re-examination of 
this policy at all tim es so that Am erican 
lives will 
not be lost and we will not be 
caught unawares. 
“ (2) I am not now and never have been 
in favor of recognizing Communist China. 
“ (3) I am not now and never have been 
in favor of admitting Communist China 
into the United Nations or into the fam ily 
of nations. I admire very much the work 
of Nationalist China in the United Nations 
and particularly Mr. T. F. Tsiang who 
speaks effectively and to the point. 
“ (4) I am not now and never have been 
in favor of relaxing trade em bargoes on 
Red China or North Korea. 
“ (5) To recognize Red China or to ad­ 
mit her to the U.N. would be a severe 
blow’, not only to Nationalist China but to 
the m orale of nations we are trying to aid 
I in the fight against Communism. Further 
it would hand to the Reds on a silver plat- 
1 ter control over the large number of Chi­ 
nese now resident in South East Asia and 
control over their assets in the rubber, 
manufacturing, 
fishing, 
insurance 
and 
shipping fields which they w o u l d use 
against us. 
“ (6) So long as it does not involve us in 
war or in the needless loss of Am erican 
boys' lives, I am in favor of aid to Chiang 
Kai-shek. I arn not in favor of our partic­ 
ipating in a military attack on the main- 
| land. It would involve a long war of attri­ 
tion 9,000 m iles aw ay. The J a p a n e s e 
1 couldn’t win it across the Sea of Japan, 
without having com m itm ents in Europe. 
“ (7) I was asked to go to Panm unjom 
| to attempt to negotiate time, 
place and 
composition of the political conference on 
Korea. Except as related to these m at­ 
ters, I have no authority, have been asked 
I to do nothing else, and except for this lim- 
; ited role have never been asked to partici- 
; pate in the formulation of our Far E ast­ 
ern policy at any time. 
“That is a m atter for the President, the 
Secietary of State, 
the Assistant Secre­ 
tary of State for the Far East, and Senate 
and House leaders.’*

I been made by anyone, certainly by no one 
in the governm ent except Vice President 
I Richard Nixon.

W orkm en Salvaging

IWO .HMA J’ — Tho Japanese I 


Are back on Iwo Jima, the sulphur* | 
pocked island which in World WTar ; 
ll cost the U. S. Marines 20,000 j 
casualties to win. 
Two hundred and fifty Japanese ! 
workmen are salvaging junk left 
over from the fighting nine years 
ago to ship hack to Japanese fac­ 
tories. 
They 
are 
working 
under 
an 
agreement between the U. S. mil­ 
itary and a Japanese firm. Amer­ 
ican 
firms 
had 
turned 
down 
the project as uneconomical be­ 
cause of the distances involved 
and present U. S. scrap prices. 
Atop ML Surabachi, the Amer­ 
ican flag flies where it was planted 
Feb. 23. 1945—one of the few spots 
where the Stars and Stripes are 
never lowered. 
“We use about one flag a week.” } 
said Ma.j. Harry M. Edwards of j 
Gleason. Tenn.. executive officer 
at an Air Force base used by 
transpacific planes. 
Nearby are four shrines for the 
23.000 Japanese defenders killed. 
Japan was permitted to send re­ 
ligious groups to build them. 
Looking down on the black sands 
of the invasion beach from atop 
Surabachi, it is hard to believe 
that any force could storm up that 
open stretch rn the face of 135 
dug-in positions commanding every 
inch of the approach. 
Japanese 
workmen 
have 
re­ 
moved almost every sign of the 
heavy casualties. Still being re­ 
moved. however, is a landau ship 
which had been w ashed high up on 
the beach, then covered by the 
sand. 
Workmen are digging it out and 
cutting it up with torches. 
There still is plenty oc evidence 
of the beating Japan took. The gun 
ports and block houses along the 
cliffs bear multiple marks of ma- 
, chine gun, rifle and grenade at­ 
tack. 
The stench of volcanic sulphur 
still dominates the air but the 
scenery has changed. New foliage 
has appeared. Some spots have a 
jungle appearance. 
One of the island’s three air 
strips, with a IO,000-foot runway, 
remains in use. The Air Force 
keeps a 350-man force there, 
High grass today covers the area 
where the 5th Marines cut across 
the southw’est end and isolated 
Surabachi. 
The 
Amphitheater 
and 
Death 
Valley, the two points where the 
fighting stalled for a time, today I 
are parts of the big landing strip. 
A U. S. Coast Guard long range 
navigation station stands on the 
northeast corner, where the Japan­ 
ese made their final stand and 
where their commander was slain. 
On a sandstone cliff in this .sec­ 
tor is a cut out replica of the flag- 
raising ceremony on Surabachi. 
Beneath it is inscribed “ W. L. 
Rich, 31st NCB (Navy Construc­ 
tion Battalion) July 27, 1945.” 
The Japanese junkyard is on the 
beach opposite the invasion beach. 
A Japanese workman is cutting up 
the remnants of a Japanese Zero 
plane. The metal is taken to a 
small plant and compressed into 
bales. 
One huge stack of compressed 
metal was made from beer cans 
discarded by the Americans. 
Also in the junkyard are tanks, 
rolls of barbed wire, rusting veh­ 
icles, plane parts and amphibious 
craft. 
Once baled, the metal is moved 
to the SS Eastern Pilot, a rusting 
hulk rammed into the beach and 
forming one section of a break­ 
water. There it is lowered into 
boats and taken to .small Japanese 
steamers offshore.

The stock trader who 
seems to be betting that business 
will shortly turn the corner and 
march back up the sunny side of 
the street. 
The businessman who raises an 
eyebrow at the stock 
m arket’s 
once touted reputation as a busi­ 
ness barometer can point to divid­ 
ed opinion in Wall Street, for that 
matter. 
The short interest on the stock 
exchange—representing those who 
are betting that stocks can 
be 
bought for less in the future—is 
the highest in the last 22 years. 
And the advance of those bell­ 
weather shares selected for the 
various stock indexes falters a bit 
from time to time—as it did last 
week. 
But here are the opposite paths 
that industry and stocks have been 
taking in recent months: 
Since July industrial production 
of the nation probably has dropped 
IO per cent, a Federal Reserve 
Board official extimates. That is, 
if there were such a thing as an 
average factory, it w'ould now be 
turning out 9 units of goods where 
7 months ago it was turning out

husbands 
would teach their wives the ABCs 
of finance, there would be fewer 
divorces, in the opinion of Mar­ 
garet E. Kennedy, one of the few 
women in the country in active 
partnership in a New York Stock 
Exchange firm. 
“ I’m constantly amazed,” says 
this pink cheeked petticoat tycoon, 
“ at the number of otherwise intel­ 
ligent, capable women who haven’t 
the faintest idea where the fam ­ 
ily money comes from, how much 
there is of it, or what they would 
do 
if 
their 
husbands 
suddenly 
dropped dead.” 
Mrs. Kennedy, a young and fem­ 
inine looking widow and mother of 
two children, has established many 
financial “ firsts” for women. She 
was the first woman account exec­ 
utive of the investment counsel 
firm of Van Strum and Towne, 
first woman to be appointed a vice 
president of a large mutual fund 
sponsor and several years ago be­ 
came the first woman wholesaler 
of mutual funds 
in the country 
when she formed her own firm, 
Margaret Kennedy Co. Last year 
she was admitted as an active 
general partner in the stock ex­ 
change firm of Seligman, Lubetkin 
and Co. 
A specialist in finance manage­ 
ment. Mrs. Kennedy makes fre­ 
quent lecture tours around 
the 
country explaining her “ woman’s 
dollar” program. She explains: 
“This all came about when I real­ 
ized the awful paradox that, al­ 
though women spend most of the 
family money, they often know lit­ 
tle about the family’s future plan­ 
ning, and aren’t hep to the best 
ways of investing for the future.” 
As an illustration of her point, 


Mrs. Kennedy tells of the wife of a 
wealthy and successful business 
man who runs a perfectly appoint­ 
ed home, shops wisely for herself 
and her children, is poised, charm­ 
ing and informed on all current 
world events, who recently said: 
“ Tell me, Margaret, how much 
is $1,000? I honestly wouldn’t know. 
I know how much $100 is, because 
if my husband gave me ..hat much 
to go shopping, I d know what it 
would buy. But I don’t think I’ve 
ever seen $1,000 in cash. 
“ I order what we need to run the 
house and keep myself and the 
children well-dressed, and my hus­ 
band pays the bills. If somebody 
handed me $1,000 in cash I would 
not know what to do with it.” 
Mrs. Kennedy has strong opin­ 
ions on such situations. She says: 
“ There are too many men who 
say to their wives—‘go ahead and 
buy what you want; I’ll pay for 
it..* Often the wives have no idea 
how much the family can afford 
to spend, whether their husbands 
have unlimited funds o. whether 
they are on the doge of bankrupt­ 
cy. 
“ There was, for instance, the 
case of the wife of a client of our 
firm 
who 
called 
frantically on 
Christmas Eve to say that her hus­ 
band had just had a heart attack 
and was in the hospital. Although 
there was a $5,(HK) diamond brace­ 
let under the Christmas tree for 
her from her husband, she didn’t 
know' whether the family had mon­ 
ey enough for the hospital bill. 
When her husband's firm reassured 
her she still was worried. 
“ But as soon as the husband re­ 
covered, do you think he explained 
anything to her about their fi­ 
nances? No indeed. He just said— 
I ‘now- don’t you worry, honey, I’ll 
take care of everything.’ ”
